Wplder*' Wcfc Milk. 

It would appear from all accounts 
that M. Cha(H)t's enterprise of the 
manufaeture of spiders' web silk is 
to be pursued on a large scale, a 
factory in Paris having been taken 
for the purpose. Here the spiders 
will be kept and worke<l at regular 
hours, and when one of them is 
used up he will Ik* fed and helped 
back to condition again, while an- 
other will take his place on the 
bobbin. An expert, fully ac- 
quainted with the habit« of the 
insect, will be in control of the 
spider department of the factory, 
tlie care of them, fe^eding, housing, 
etc. 

In obtainlnir the requlstie supply, 
If the latter exceeds what is neces- 
sary for the industry, experiments 
will l>e made with a view to aseer* 
(ainlng which of the diflPerent 
varieties produces the'fiinest quality 
of silk, ami in this way those not 
favonni with a fine web will be 
weeded out. Trials will likewise 
be made with different diets in or- 
der to determine whether or not it 
is possible to train the spider to 
give forth a web that is an improve- 
ment on the ordinary product, the 
expectaficm being that persever- 
ance in this respect will result in 
securing a quality of silk hitherto 
unsurpassed.

Prindle Peet. 
as follows : — 

To-night we are gathered here lo 
renew the memories connected with 
the life-work of Dr. Harvey 
Prindle Peet, PI. I)., LL 1)., the 
greatest Principal this Institution 
has ever had. It is a difliciilt mat- 
ter to put in a small s})ace tin; deeds 
of a large life* and it is a task that 
1 shrink from, because I (janiiot do 
justice to it. My time is limited to 
minutes, and as it would require 
hours to riicite all of his life- 
work, I can only give you tln^ main 
fiK'iH in his career. Dr. llarve.v 
I'lindle I'l^U was born in the little 
village of Bethlehem, Litchfield 
('ounty. Conn , on November ]9th, 
1794. His parents were poor but 
re8pc(;table, at d as a boy, young 
Mr. P(i«',t assisted his father on his 
farm. Ibt had none of the ediiea- 
liorial advantages you of llu; jiresent 
day enjoy. He devote(l his winters 
to going to school, and in the sum- 
mer, work(Kl on the farm to pay his 
tuition. Ha<l he been born of 
wealthy [larents, it is doubtful whe- 
ther he would hav(( been the noted 
man he was in after years. His 
struggles for an education made 
him self-reliant and persevtfring, 
and did much towards strengthen- 
ing his character. In his studies he 
made siich rapid idvaricement that 
he was finally sent to Philips Acad- 
emy, Andover, Mass., and thence 
he went t.o Yale College where he 
comphited his education. In both 
these places he worked hard, doing 
odd jobs to pay his tuition. 

New England people at that timi! 
were very religious, and young Mr. 
Peet was [ireparing to enti-r the 
Ministry. At his graduation he 
ranked among the first ten of his 
class. His next 8t(;p in life was 
that which links his life lo ours. 

Dr. Thcnnas Ho|)kiris Gallaudet, 
founder of the American School foi 
the Dedf at llartfoid, Conn., look a 
fancy l(j Mr. Peel, and persuaded 
him lo become a teacher at liis 
school. This Mr. Peet did with 
some reluctance, but finally became 
inter(!St<!d in the deaf, and from 
1822 to 18.S1 was oonneoteil with the 
Hartford School as a teacher and 
supervisor. 

The New York Inslitulion was 
then in its infancy, and the Direc- 
tors cast around for a suitable per- 
son to take control. Accordingly 
in 1831, Dr. Peet transferred his 
ser vi(!OS lo the N(!W York luHtitn- 
tion at .50th Street this city. From 
this dates a now era in the history 
of the Institution. Und<!r his vigor- 
ous management, the Institution 
became more systematic. He in- 
troducorl many changes his far-see- 
ing mind Ihoiiglit ne(;esMary. '^I'lie 
number of |iupils inereasecl, and the 
Institution itself be(;ain(; more wide- 
ly known. Ho saw the limited t«(rin 
of three years was not sulYicienI, 
and by apfieals to the legislature at 
Albany, gained incToases, till at last 
it was fixe<l at eight years, with an 
additional three years in tint II>Kh 
(ylass. Twice he was obliged to 
add to lhea<!Coinino<lations of the In- 
stitution, and a third addition was 
contemplated, but forseeing that 
another addition would unfavorably 
co!ilra<'t the out-of-<loor sj)ac<> sur- 
rounding th(! Institution by the con- 
struction of new streets and ave- 
niu^s, tlH( Directors sul)se(|uenlly 
sold the property at 60th Street, 
and [lurcliased from the ('olonel 
.lames Monroe, his beautiful (Hutn- 
try seat, known as " Fan wood," at 
Washington Heights. Dr. Peet 
himself prepai«!d the plans of the 
buildings, and in I8.'j:I work on 
tluMii was commenced. Three 
years afterwanl, on Di^cember 4th 
(the birthday of his son, Isaac f^ewis 
IVet), .'115 pupils left the old Insti- 
tution for their new hoiisi^ on the 
banks of the Hudson. 

Dr Peet now set about towards 
[iroviding books for the us*' of the 
rieaf, there being none suitable lo 



through various towns up the State 
as far as Buffalo, did much to 
arouse public interest, and more 
generous provisions wore made for 
their instruction. He even went to 
Europe to observe the methods em- 
ployed in instructing the deaf 
there. 

In 1807 he retired from active 
<luly as Principal, and was succeed- 
by his son, Isaac Lewis Poet, but 
continued to live in the Mansion 
House, and render valuable assist- 
ance, strengthening the hands of 
his successor, till his death, which 
(KH-urrcHl .January 1st, 187.3. 

The funeral s(*rviees were held in 
the Institution, in the presence of 
the pupils, officers and members of 
the Board of Directors, many pro- 
minent men being present, among 
tl em Prof. Day, of Yale College, 
Rev. William Adams, Rev. Dr 
Stoddard, and others. The re- 
mains wi'i-e taken to Hartford, 
Conneelicul, forbnrial. 

The first celebration of Dr. Hnr- 
vey Prindle Peel's birthday was 
in 187:1, and November 19th will 
always bo observed as long as this 
Institution remains, as a day set 
apirl for the honor of him who 
did so much for us, anil for all 
those who have aided in the cauoe 
of deaf-mute education. 

Dr. I'oot was a lover of disci- 
pline, hence it is filling that his 
birtliday be observed with the com- 
petitive military drill, and we can 
pay no higher Iribiiti^ his memory 
than by making our lives thi^ suc- 
cc^ss he wished them to be and for 
which lie labored so long and faith- 
fully. 

Towards the close. Principal 
Currier read a letter from Dr. I. L. 
Peet. whom it is to bo regretted was 
not alile to he present. 

Moliday afternoon the pu]>ils 
were given a half holiday. After 
dinner the boys donned their new 
winter uniforms, and at 3.. 10 P. m. 
Adjuttint Butler, of the 122d Regi- 
ment, N. (i. S. N. Y., arriviMl in 
company with Major Van Tassell, 
and acted as judge in the competi- 
tive militaiy drill for the colors. 
After battalion panide and review, 
(Jinnpany B went through the or- 
deal, ('ompany C followed, while 
('oinpaiiy A stood still and shiver- 
ed, wailing for their turn. 

All three companies did v<>ry 
well, and it must have surprised 
Lieut. Butler, for the last time he 
was here the cadets were without 
Kuns, and the way they handled 
them that afternoon jiroved how 
well Ihey had learned the manual 
of arms. At the conclusion the 
colors were awarded to CJompany 
A, ('ajtlain .lohn 11. Keiscr. The 
officials, teachers and jiupils of the 
gentler sex, were lined along the 
parade ground, and did much in 
encouraging the cadets to do their 
b(>st. Cadels Elsworlh and (4aunt 
of (lompariy A, were selected as 
color guard.

The strange thing about 
this is IJial this same writer went to 
the Republican Slate CommittiM) in 
anticipation of getting $100 or $'^00 
to slump the State. Ofcoui-se hi' 
failed, or rather was referred to the 
County Committee, to whom hi^ 
wont, and finding three others w(>re 
already engaged to look after a 
nn'eting, he forced himself iniothat 
committee, but unfortunately he 
was out of town when a check was 
made out to tliese tliree gentlemen, 
with inslruetions as to its use, 
which did not include "this sanni 
writer."

Victory Again Perches on 
Gallaudet's Banner. 



GEORGETOWN UNIVERSI- 
TY IS BEATEN. 

And Still Eafcer for More Foes 
to Conquer on the Gridiron 
—The Usual College Happen- 
ings.

Once more has Gallaudet tii 
umphed over one of the great Uni- 
ver'siti(^8 on the gridiron. This 
time it was the blue an<l gray of 
Georgetown that went down in de- 
feat liefoi-e the mighty rushes of 
tiie men who upheld the butT and 
blue. The score was seventeen to 
six in Gallaudet's favor, and that 
tells the tale in a nutsiiell ; for it 
will be remembered that only a few 
we(>ks ago Georgetown defeated 
Gallaudei, eleven to nothing, and 
this shows how much improvement 
(biUaudet has made since then. In 
the former game Gallaudet was 
slow, fati lly slow, and also weak at 
left tackle. But this time George- 
town could do luithing against the 
Gallaiulet lin(> while it was com- 
paralivtdy easy for tiallaudei lo 
smash hers into kindling wood. To 
use a phrase of one of the Foul's 
writ(Ms, " The (Jallaudet rushers 
oozed through the Georgetown line 
like water through a sieve." The 
Georgetown line is almost as heavy 
as some of the Hig Four, and the 
fad the (-iaUaudct was able to 
brcjik it up .speaks volumes for her 
oiTensive itlay, and equally as much 
ci-edit isijue her for the defensive 
work which she put up. The heavy 
(Georgetown line was repi-atedly 
held for dow ns. In fact, it was the 
(Jeorgetow n line and not liei b.Kdis 
that lost her the game. Her line 
did not piotect the liacks, nor did it 
in the least break up the Gallaudet 
line for the backs to go through. 
Waters and Brooks did most of the 
line bucking for (iailaudet. Andri'c 
also did finely, while the ends, 
(Jeilfuss arrd Siul.>;nnin, made some 
brilliant runs around both (ieorgc- 
lown's wings. Some of the profes- 
sor's who have witnes.sed every sea- 
son's work since GallauJel fii^sl put 
a team in the field, |)ronounce 
S.rtn relay's game the great(\xt that 
Gallaudet has ever won. It was 
not much of a sensjrtion unhss 
il was the sensaliou which (Teorg(>- 
lown fell while Gallaudet was 
\valtzing her up and down the field. 

As the game iidviinced and it be- 
came more evident that (Jal- 
laudet was winning the eiithusiasm 
of her rooters as the sid(> lines 
would now gr'ow into ;ilmosi In-eath- 
less cilm, only to bi-cak forth .again 
and again whenever any gains were 
mude, while the (ieoruetown sup- 
porters stood on the other side with 
liands in their pockets and with 
downcast faces, gloomily watching 
their favorites take th(> bitter dose 
of medicine being administered to 
them. (Jallaudet used the- same 
play that she used against Johns 
Hopkins one week ago, and with 
the same telling elTect. There isn't 
the slightest (ioubt but what this 
close formation play is the best 
line-smasliing system ever emplov(>d 
by a foot-ball team It has the 
advantage of Ireing so arraiigc(t 
that any man on the team can 
advance with the l)all while the 
other's fold themselves arvund him 
and push him through and at the 
sam(> time keep otT the enemy's 
tacklers. (Jeorgetown was as com- 
pletely nrystiftcd by it as was Hop- 
kins, and only her greater weight 
saved her fiom crushirrg a defeat. 

The game in detail: (Georgetown 
opened llie game with a kick-oflf to 
Bumgardneron the twenty-five yarxi 
line, who rushed it back ten yards. 
On th(> first line-up (Jeilfuss made 
twenty-three yards through (Jeoi-ge- 
town'sleft end, and Stutsman tried 
the other for one yard. The 
ball was hei-e fumbled, but Rum- 
gai-dner saved it for (Jallaudet. 
Waters went through the line for 
six yaitls, then again for one. 
Stutsman was tried again but was 
downed for a loss of one yai-d, and 
(Jallaudet tried a quarterback kick 
but (JeorgetiHvn got the ballon her 
forty-five yard line. In thr-ee ti'ials 
she just saved her-self, and then 
by a trick play gained lifteen yards 
around (Jallaud(>t's left eud^ and 
immediately repeated the gain 
around right. The ball then went 
back to (Jallaudet on downs, and 
Waters was sent thi-ough right 
tackle for twenty yards. Brooks 
gained two yards through the line, 
and Waters one, then five. (Jeil- 
fuss made lour yards, L. Ro.sson 
one and Stut.sman lo.st a half. 
Andree tried the line for two yards 
arrd Waters ni.uh* five throuixh the 
other side. Ibooks and Watei-s 
alternating gained seven j-ards, 
and (Tcilfuss then made a pretty 
run around left end for twenty 
yar-ds, placing the ball on (iJeorgt'- 
town's seven-yard line, fi-om which 
point Brooks was .soon pirsiied over 



for a touchdown. Bunigardner 
failed to kick out far enorrgh from 
the corner of the field and no try 
for uoal was made. Scoi-e : Gal- 
laudet, 5 ; Gkioigetown, 0. Time — 
fourteen minutes. 

G(M)rgetown kicked oflf to Waters 
on the len-yard line and he t( ok it 
back fifteen and (Jeilfuss added ten 
more by a r-un around left end. 
Gallaudet then lost the ball be- 
cause of a foul tackle and (J<>oj-ge- 
town's chances for a tally api>eai-ed 
brighter. The ball was now on 
(Jallaudet's thirty-five yard line. 
(Jeorgetown circled left end for 
twenty-two yards, and then after a 
few short gains, Keniia was prrshed 
I hrouiih for a touchdown, and im- 
mediately kicked a goal. Score ; 
(Jallaudet, 5 ; Georgetown, 6, time 
four minutes. 

liumgar-dner kicked out of 
bounds over (J(»orgetown's sroal line, 
and (Jeorgetown brought it out l«') 
the twenty-five yard line, from 
which a free kick sent the ball to 
Watei-s on (Jallaudet's five-yard 
line. He took il back twelve yards 
and (Jallaudet failing lo gain, kick- 
ed to the forty-five yar-d line. 
(Je-rgelowii advanced it hack to 
(Jallaudet's ten, yard line, when 
lime for the half was called. 

The second half was begun by a 
kick-off by Bumgarduer to (ieorge 
town's llir(>e-yaid line, but it was 
taken back twenty yards. (Jeorge- 
town lost on downs on her thirly- 
yard line, and in four minutes (Jal- 
lavrdet ha(i carried it over her goal 
line for a touch-down liy Waters. 
All the trains were made through 
the line by Waters, Brooks and 
Andr(>e. Bumgarduer kicked the 
•goal. Score : (Jallaudet, 11 ;

(Jeorgetow n's kick-off went to 
Waters on the three-yar-d line, he 
taking it b>ick twenty yards.

New England section of the 
country are brijihter. He said in 
part that he was court/eously re- 
ceived at all the sidnwis. At the 
New Jei-sey School two candidates 
art> pn>| aring for college. At the 
Lexington Avenue School, Miss 
Runck, '08, is teaching two hours a 
day orally in addition to her duties 
as librarian. The prrpils there are 
now allowful to communicate with 
(^ach other in any way they choose, 
and are not :is formerly forbidden 
to u.se signs or the manual alpha- 
bet. Th»> President of the Board 
of Trustees received Dr. (iailaudet 



most courteously, and expressed a 
desii-e to soon have representatives 
of the school enter the college. 
The same friendliness as of old was 
shown towards him at the Hartford 
School. At the Horace Mann 
School, he spoke of Dr. Crouter's 
remarks at Columbus, and urged 
that candidates for the college be 
I presented. He stated that his sug- 
gestions were courteously received 
by Miss Fuller, but that she made 
tio promises. At the Portland 
School, he found several boys eager 
to come to college. Miss Taylor 
promi.>*e8 that they shall come as 
soon as they ate ready to do so. 
He said that Mr. BMster, '98, seemed 
very happy in his new situation, 
and Miss Taylor was entirely pleas- 
ed with him. Mr. Brownson, edi- 
tor of the Ptirtland Advertiser, is 
president of the Board of Directors 
of ihe School. He and other mem- 
bers of the Boanl were most 
hosi)itiil>le and courteous to Dr. 
(Jallaudet while there. 

At Ihe (Clarke School he spoke to 
Miss Yale as to Miss Fuller, of the 
sending of pupils to college. She 
.said in reply that she had never 
advised a pupil not to come to the 
college, and that she had never 
feared that the speech of any pupil 
coming would bo impaired here. 
But that she had always felt, and 
still did, that pupils of the Clarke 
School who wished to advance 
themselves further had better 
enter schools or colleges for the 
hearing, so that they might come 
into contact with hearing people 
earlier than they would if they 
went through <mr college. Dr. 
Gallaudet urged that they certainly 
woidd get much here 'that they 
could not secure in schools or col- 
leges for the hearing, and that it 
was a pity so many deaf youths of 
New England should fail to profit 
l>y the benefactions of congress 
inovided here. He closed his re- 
marks by expr-essing the hope that 
his visit to Northampton and Bos- 
ton and the work done in New 
Elngland would bear fruit in due 
time. 

Prof. Chickering's exhibition was 
of scenes in Egypt, Spain and the 
Holy Ltind, ana was quit© inttrest- 
ing. The "Lit" held a literary 
meeting, Saturday night. The pro- 
gram below was carried out :
